What is Brightype? That is a question being 
asked by a number of people today in the 
graphic arts field. This page will try to answer 
some of the more obvious questions about 
Brightype.

A. Brightype is a new process to reproduce metal 
type forms and letterpress plates directly onto 
photographic film or paper. 


Q. In what printing processes would | 
use type on Brightype film?

O. T. (Tex) Hamilton, secretary-treas 
irer of the Printing Industry of Los An 
geles and president of North Hollywood 
Printing Co., disclosed the usefulness of 
such an economic survey, with emphasis 
on the sales and production forecasts 
which came from it, at a recent Presidents 
Conference held under the auspices of the 
Printing Industry of America. 

As Mr. Hamilton explained to his fel- 
low presidents of major printing compa- 
nies from all parts of the nation, his com-

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Numbers at the top of our time card 
indicate the various operations to be per 
formed. We budget our time in the blank 
spaces after the numbers, using PAR as a 
guide.

Our experience has been that—as with a 
man playing golf—if he knows what par 
is, he will do his best to beat it 

All costs on a job are accumulated on 
the job cost sheet and the total cost then 
is transferred to the production-cost- 
against-billing-price form 

Then there is the control form, which 
management consults frequently, for 
many reasons 

First, the second column, headed plus 
or minus per cent, will tell whether the 
job made or lost money for the company. 
Management can tell, if money was made, 
whether or not the profit was what had 
been planned. The form provides a way of 
knowing whether you made $80, if you 
intended to make $100, and a place to 
enter “minus $20.” 

Second, the time column, read in con- 
junction with the remarks column (where 
the customer's name is entered), helps to

explanations. We have all seen sloppy 
shops, with dark, dismal, corners, grimy 
walls, and junk-laden cartons or boxes to 
trip over. Yet, the whole situation is all so 
easily corrected. 

Now we can apply the elements of dis- 
play, which, as already stated, include de- 
sign, focus, color, lighting. Design affects 
space, and since the office area is where 
the visitor will spend most of his time, 
give it extra treatment. Two supplementa- 
ry points here are air-conditioning and the 
display panel on which to exhibit your 
best work. How can you make the plant 
one huge display and not have a display 
panel on which to parade your wares? 

Through colors and lights, the office 
area can be fresh, cheerful, and modern in 
appearance. For a focal point, many com 
panies concentrate on the lobby; others 
choose the display panel, or the customer- 
conference room if there is one 

The fact that the printing plant is a 
mechanical working area does not miti 
gate the need for neatness, color, and light 
The power of color, for instance, to affect 
moods, efficiency, attitudes, has long been 
known and confirmed. Who has not heard, 
especially in our industry, of warm and 
cold colors? 

If you accept the idea that your plant 
is potentially one complete selling display, 
remember that nothing happens without 
that original inspection trip. If you wait 
for an Opportunity, Or try to do It in In 
stallments whenever you may have some 
free time, the thorough inspection job w 
never take place. Afterward, when the task 
is accomplished, you will feel that you 
have given your plant a better opportuni

As is probably to be expected, the typog- 
raphy of most so-called “private presses” 
leaves much to be desired. If you are among 
the younger “pastime” printers having lim- 
ited experience in the craft, you may feel 
very well satisfied. If an oldster “out to 
pasture,” as it were, who has long looked 
forward to a good time, the same feeling is 
justified. Your design talent is indicated by 
the spotting of the ornament with the head- 
ing on the slip “Centaur Press, an Explana- 
tion,” although, since the initial “F” is not 
Straight and square on the right—like, say, 
“H”—the second line alongside should not 
be indented. As a matter of fact, the base of 
an initial should align with the last line at 
its side. Your 9x6-inch envelope of Centaur 
Press combines good taste with reasonable 
power. The layout of the letterhead for the 
Amalgamated Printers’ Association is lively, 
interesting, and not too informal. We would 
have spelled out “Association” instead of 
using the contraction “Ass'n” in the third 
line of the main display group. As we visual- 
ize it, the line would be shorter spelled out 
than “Amalgamated,” which is important. If 
longer, the group would be wider at bottom 
than at top and would be bottom heavy. A 
little more space between the ends of these 
lines and the vertical rule on their right 
would help. There is evidence of a sense of 
owding, especially with so much space 
peers the ensemble. Contemplate dropping 
the round emblem, in color at right of rule, 
to the center of the space between the first 
two lines to give the effect of orderliness, 
purpose. It seems as if it was just tossed in, 
though that is being a bit rough. The card 
for the Westerman Homecoming is rather 
overdisplayed. Too many elements seem to 
demand attention at once, and the lines near 
top are too tight in relation to the consider- 
ible open space below. The cover of your 
magazine might well be stronger, not so 
much by increasing the size of the type as by 
bringing the three elements together more as 
1 unit.
